THE CAT OF MANY NAMES 


with Kevin Hansen, 
Wednesday, May 12, 2 pm and 7:30 pm 


From Canada to Tierra del Fuego, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, the 
cougar (Felis concolor) once roamed the largest range of any predator in 
the western hemisphere. Because of their huge range, cougars are known 


as “the cat of many names.” Cougars roamed the Americas when the first 
humans crossed the Bering land bridge—firmly in residence when the 
Spanish conquered the Aztecs and the pilgrims arrived in New England. 

Kevin Hansen, the West’s foremost authority on mountain lions, will present a slide- 
lecture program and book-signing, in joint cooperation with the Golden Gate National Park 
Association. Author of Cougar: The American Lion, Hansen will provide the most up-to-date 
information on the lifestyle and habits of pumas. He will share with us how he spent two 
years researching current literature and interviewing some of the best panther experts in 
the country in an attempt to sift fact from fiction and present a balanced portrait of the 
American lion. Hansen calls for the protection of the cougar and argues passionately that 
the future of this magnificent cat is inextricably linked to our own. 

The author has spent many years as a park ranger, wildlife biologist and editor 
and currently works as the staff researcher for the Mountain Lion Foundation in Sacramento.

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STEINHART AQUARIUM 
ENDANGERED SALMON EXHIBIT 


In early March, the Aquarium became a crucial part of a 
critically important captive breeding program for the 
highly endangered winter-run chinook salmon. 

The winter-run chinook is one of four races of king 
salmon and is unique to California. As recently as 1968, 
the winter-run spawning population was estimated at 
118,000. But in 1991, a mere 191 fish made it to the upper 
reaches of the Sacramento River to spawn. 

The captive fish now at the Academy’s Steinhart 
Aquarium and Bodega Bay Marine Laboratory may be all 
that is left of the progeny of the 1991 spawn. They were 
held at Coleman National Fish Hatchery, later transferred 
to UC’s Bodega Bay facility, and then divided into another 
group which came to the Academy’s aquarium. These fish 
will be transferred to Coleman Hatchery when they reach 
sexual maturity (about 3-4 years) and some will be bred 
with wild-caught salmon for maximum genetic diversity.
